DRAWS HOST OF 
REFUGEES 10 BERLIN 


(By Associated Press) . 


Berlin.—Germany is 
rapidly 
dis- 


placing Switzerland as a center for all 
sorts of political agitators and refu- 
gees. They are attracted here by the 
falling mark and the tolerant attitude 
of the government. Switzerland rap- 
idly is losing favor with radicals 
of 


all sorts. Persians, 
Turks, Indians, 


Egyptians, Arabs and Tunisians are so 
numerous in tKis city that they have 
united in the'erection of a Mohamme- 
dan mosque in one of the best resi- 
dential sections of west Berlin. 


Mohammedanism 
gained consider- 


able foothold in Germany during the 


war. Many Mohammedans who wero 
fighting with the Russian forces were 
taken prisoners by the Germans, or 
voluntarily gave themselves into Ger- * 
man hands, because they did not wish 
to fight agains the Islamic brothers, 
the 
Turks. 
These 
Mohammedans 


were treated with great consideration 
by the Germans, who placed them In 
a camp at Wuensdorf, a Berlin suburb. 
A moSQue was erected there for them, 
and they were given every opportun- 
ity to live in accordance with their re- . 
ligion. In fact, they were guests of 
Germany, rather than prisoners. 


The missionary who is directing tho 


construction of the new mosque be- 
longs to an Indian Islamic movement 
which has over 500,000 adherents, and 
is seeking to make the followers of Is- 
lam less fatalistic, without altering in 
any way the teachings of the ^Coran.

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Canadian Coal. 


Last winter Canada suffered grievously as the result of the 


coal strike this side the border. The people of Ontario and the 
Eastern provinces had the- money to buy fuel, but the coal 
came slowly and, naturally, they were inclined to resent the 
disposition, shown by'too many Americans, to cfieck the north- 
ward flow of so essential a commodity. 


This year Canada is worrying again, but this much may be 


'said for her—she hustles while she waits and worries. 


Canada has vast coal reserves and, before the war, was in 


large measure independent in the matter of fuel supply. In 
the first three years of the war, however, wheaihe Dominion 
was straining every nerve to further allied victory, American 
producers 'invaded and almost monopolized her coal markets. 
Since then her imports of anthracite have-reached five-million 
tons a year while those of bituminous have been sometimes 
three times as great. 


Now resentment as well as fear of famine has led to a re- 


juvenation of coal mining in Nova Scotia and to material re- 
duction in the cost of bringing Alberta coal to Eastern fac- 
tories and homes. Already producers this side the border are 
feeling the competition, ancl they must expect it to grow keen- 
er with the years. 


Canada does not like our tariff law, and one of these days 


she may show in other ways her protest and complaint. 


Fireless Films. 


Although fires in moving picture theatresjiave decreased 


considerably since the days of the little nickel shows, there has 
still remained the menace of accident in the projection room. 
Now an actinic ray filter is said to have been perfected which 
delivers almost "cold light" and lessens fire danger. By its 
use a highly inflammable film may be slowed down or stopped 
for a still scene without catching fire. 


The filter is made of two small glass discs, an inch and a 


half in diameter. One side of each is coated with a spray of 
pure gold, and' then they are cemented together, with the 
coated sides adjoining. The light that shines through the gold 
has a slight greenish cast, but does not interfere with the pro- 
ductioh of the still pictures. 


This device has been tested iri the Underwriters' Labora- 


tories, Inc., where many inventions for preventing or checking 
fires of many different causes are tested. It marks one more 
Advance in fire-prevention and {he safeguarding of human 
lives. 


Lost Purses. 


Money to burn is a common expression yet few persons feel 


free to light cigarets or kitchen ranges with dollar bills. Money 
to lose is a different matter. A single railroad line reports that 
it has in its Chicago station a trunkful of women's purses 
awaiting call from their owners. 


There are purses of every description and size and a great 


many of them contain money—which speaks as much for the 
honesty of the finders as for the carelessness of the losers. 
. There is also a good deal of unclaimed baggage ranging 
from baby "buggies and children's tricycles to suitcases and 
trunks still full of belongings. All of this material will be sold 
at auction some time this fall if not called for by owners in the 
meantime. Some of these unclaimed articles no doubt involve 
strange stories of accident or upheaval in the lives of human 
beings, but too many of them tell only the story of carelessness 
and indifference or of ignorance as ta the ways of recovering 
such thines.
